.222 MAGNUM 


| am interested in getting started in 
bench shooting. | have a 40X-BR in 
.222 Remington Magnum with a 24X 
Redfield 3200 scope. A friend of mine, 
Allen McNeil, who shoots in the 
Saginaw and Midland shooting club, 
told me that you designed the .222 
Magnum and he would suggest that | 
ask you about it.

The .222 Mag is used by many bench 
rest shooters. The same general rules 
apply in loading the .222 Mag as for the 
.222 and other cartridges. 

Make sure your loading dies give you 
good bullet alignment. Size the neck 
only enough to hold the bullet 
adequately. If necessary, polish out the 
necking portion of your sizing die to at- 
tain this condition. Chamfer case neck 
mouths inside and out. Don’t let the 
case neck shave jacket material from 
the bullet. Try different seating depths 
Slow powders generally require seating 
to touch the throat. Fast powders 
usually require seating away from the 
throat by at least .010” or .015’’. | per- 
sonally prefer the slower powders and 
seating to touch, but sometimes this 
system won’t work with a particular 
rifle. 

Try shooting with both a reasonably 
tight hold on the rifle and with as little 
contact and pressure as possible. 

Assuming that you have gleaned the 
basics from Precision Shooting your 
next step is to get shooting and 
develop some questions that we may be 
able to answer.

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PRODUCT REPORT 
LEUPOLD 16X TARGET SCOPE 


Announced early this year, the 
Leupold 16X Target Scope should fill a 
void in the present scope market. Many 
shooters are looking for a varmint hunt- 
ing scope of medium power with click 
adjustments for those long shots. Other 
target shooters are looking for the 
same power for offhand or prone 
shooting. For these shooters the Leu- 
pold 16X may be just the thing. 

A look-alike for its big brother, the 
24X, this neat appearing receiver 
mounted target scope offers quality and 
convenience with its AO (adjustable 
objective) feature. With this the shooter 
simply turns a slip fit ring to set the 
parallax. Bear in mind that all ranges 
are not alike and the setting may vary 
slightly from one range to another. Do 
not send the scope back if this variation 
appears. It is normal. 

When first viewing this scope at the 
NRA show in April, | became im- 
mediately enthused and one was or- 
dered for installation on a new 7mm 
Remington Magnum 1,000 yard prone 
rifle which was being built at that time. 

When the scope arrived the rifle was 
ready. Installation was completed and 
the rifle was zeroed at 100 yards. Would 
there be enough elevation to get cen- 
tered at 1,000 yards? The scope was 
mounted in a set of rings on bases 
which were parallel to the bore cen- 
terline. My usual procedure here is to 
use a rear base which is slightly higher, 
often at the sacrifice of a 100 yard zero. 
In this case, however, | wanted to 
check the total possibility. 

At 1,000 yards the scope was ad- 
justed sufficiently to get parallax and 
elevation set. After several shots the 
rifle was striking point-of-aim. There 
was still plenty of elevation left in the 
scope. 

It became obvious, almost from the 
start, that this scope was clearer and 
brighter than any other scope which | 
have used in this power range, and for 
this type of shooting. In addition to the 
brightness the savings in weight over 
the longer target type scopes was ob- 
vious. 

Our shooting session was completed 
and the feeling of having found a new 
friend, in the 16X Leupold, was a good 
one. It appears to offer much for this 
type of shooting. 

Every article of this sort is expected 
to report on at least one bad point. At 
this time there are none. The scope 
comes with a short sunshade but no 
lens caps. Perhaps this is the minus but 
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| do not feel it to be all that important. 
For those who do it may be a negative 
mark. 

My only complaint, and it is a very 
minor one, is that there is no reference 
line to show the starting point for ad- 
justments. There are no nice little 
scribe lines to show each revolution of 
the adjustment knobs. In the scorebook 
of the high power rifleman or the 
loading log of the woodchuck shooter 
there are places for the readings made 
to change elevation and windage. 
Memory will have to serve with the 
Leupold 16X unless the_ individual

Back in the February 1972 issue of 
P.S. | wrote that Wichita Engineering 
would shortly have a new rifle action 
into production and gave some details 
on these new products that were soon 
to be available. Such was not the case. 
A number of problems and events were 
to delay those plans. A letter from N.C. 
Jackson, Chairman of the Board, in- 
forms me that ‘‘At long last our dream 
of long standing is about to be realized. 
We are in production of our Classic 
Rifle and our Varminter along with a 
Bench rest action with various op- 
tions.” 

The popular front rest these folks 
have been making for over ten years 
was the outgrowth of ‘‘Jack,”’ and son 
Nolan, getting started in bench 
shooting 15 years ago. They talked to 
shooters at matches and first came out 
with a large rest for the bench rifle 
class and shortly thereafter the popular 
front rest for the lighter rifle, now made 
in both steel and aluminum. The secret 
to the successful acceptance of this 
rest was the outgrowth of finding out 
first what competitors wanted and then 
developing a design drawn by a fellow 
benchshooter with a vast engineering 
background; and _ finally production 
methods that turn out a top product. 
That takes time and money. Any time 
we gain a top quality barrel, action or 
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accessory it’s the result of the same 
slow, costly and thoughtful process. 

Of interest to all who appreciate a 
fine rifle is the Wichita Classic Rifle. It 
features an octagonal receiver and 
barrel. The stock has classic, smooth 
lines, finely finished and checkered. 
Stock work is by Clayton Nelson and all 
wood will be AA or better. The bolt is 
3/4” O.D. and engine turned, the 
shroud to the bolt is threaded 1/2-20. It 
will be available in left hand or right 
hand models. The shroud thread will 
therefore be left hand on the right hand 
action and right hand on the left hand 
action. Barrell threading is 7/8’-16. The 
trigger is adjustable. Initial production 
will be a single shot with loading ramp. 
Floor plate detachable magazines will 
be offered when tooling is completed 
along with a number of other optional 
items. At present calibers 17 thru 6X47 
will be offered. Each rifle can be had 
with a chamber matched set of 
reloading diés. 

The bolt has massive lugs and three 
gas escape ports. The bolt handle 
sweeps rearward and has a good size 
knob which is checkered. Stock finish 
and checkering areas expected in top 
quality rifles. Actions are drilled and

tapped for scope mounting. 

The Wichita Varminter rifle is of the 
same quality, but with a receiver that 
has an O.D.of 1.200” and a bolt that is 
7/8’’. It will be available in calibers 17 
thru .308. 

Of interest to the benchrester is the 
standard benchrest action. This action 
has an O.D. of 1.375” with a barrel 
thread 1” long and a thread of 1’’ — 16. 
This action has the rear tang squared 
off. Wichita feels this will be a satisfac- 
tory recoil lug in itself. However, if a 
conventional recoil lug is desired, it will 
be furnished. This will be located at the 
front action screw and the screw will be 
into the bottom of the recoil lub. There 
are three bedding screws on this ac- 
tion. Again, the action will be available 
in right hand or left hand and possibly it 
will have the loading port on one side 
or the other. That has yet to be worked 
out. The action will be supplied with an 
adapter for Remington and Canjar 
triggers. 

Wichita Engineering and Supply will 
have these rifles and actions into full 
production very shortly from all in- 
dications. Watch for their ad in 
Precision Shooting in coming issues as 
they become fully ready for delivery of 
finished rifles and bench actions.

What Does Your Church 
Think About Gun Control? 


At a time when alli of us are battling 
for the preservation of our right to keep 
and bear arms we tend to fall back 
upon our religious beliefs for comfort 
and support. In some cases this could 
be more damaging than we might 
suspect. 

The following is a clipping from the 
newspaper which is printed by the 
United Methodist Church. It was sent to 
us by Bernard Mills, who expressed 
concern over its being done without the 
consent, or awareness, of the mem- 
bership of that church. 


FIREARMS CONTROL SUPPORTED 
TM/UMR Staff Special 

PORTLAND — Support for licensing 
of all gun owners and registration of all 
firearms was voted without debate in 
the closing hours of United 
Methodisms’s General Conference 
here. 

The conference also called in the 
U.S. government to “establish a 
national ban on the importation, 
manufacture, sale and possession of 
handguns and handgun ammunition 
with reasonable exceptions.” 

The measures were part of a lengthy 
“omnibus” resolution on ‘Ministries in 
Crime Prevention, Criminal Justice and 
Conflict Resolution.” 


Statements on penal reform, juvenile 
justice, repression, right to privacy, 
police and the court system were also 
forthcoming. And the resolution reaf- 
firms the denomination’s opposition to 
capitol punishment and urges _ its 
abolition. The use of the death penalty, 
it says, “‘give official sanction to a 
climate of violence.” 

The gun control statement calls on 
United Methodists to take vigorous ef- 
forts to curb gun violence. ‘“‘We do not 
believe there is any Constitutional per- 
sonal right to bear arms,” it says. ‘‘As 
Christians who are deeply concerned 
about human life, we intend to do 
something about the unregulated ac- 
cess to guns in this shooting gallery 
called America.”’ 

Licensing provisions, the statement 
maintains, should require ‘adequate 
identification of gun owners and 
provide basic standards with respect to 
age, absence of mental illness and lack 
of a serious criminal record.” 

Suggested exceptions to tha hand- 
gun ban would include ‘‘the police, 
the military, licensed security guards, 
antique dealers who maintain guns in 
unfireable condition, and licensed 
pistol clubs where firearms are kept on 
the premises under secure conditions.” 

In a section dealing with ‘Police 
Firearms Policies,”’ the statement calls

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for ‘“‘the formulation of more clearly 
defined written firearms policies’ by all 
law enforcement agencies. 

Other portions of the statement call 
for: 

e@ Equal justice provisions including 
speedy trial procedures, changes in 
penal codes and abolition of plea 
bargaining; 

e@ Reforms in the penal system, with 
emphasis on rehabilitation rather than 
punitive confinement, and greater use 
of alternatives to pre-trial detention and 
incarceration; 

@ Elimination of status offenses 
(truancy, incorrigibility, stubborn alter- 
cations with parents) from the juvenile 
code; 

e@ Enforcement of citizens’ rights to 
privacy under the Fourth Amendment, 
which protects citizens against 
unreasonable search and seizure. 


Mr. Mills then wrote to his District 
Superintendent to express his unhap- 
piness with the proposals. That letter is 
reprinted here, along with a copy of the 
proposal voted upon by the General 
Conference.

Dear Mr. Mills: 

| appreciate your letter of May 25th 
explaining your reasoning regarding 
the matter of General Conference ac- 
tion on gun control. 

| enclose a copy of the legislation as 
presented to the Session. (See copy 
below. R.R.M.). 


This material was debated in the 
legislative Committee on Christian 
Social Concerns and approved for vote. 

You will note that the main emphasis 
of the legislation sets its attention 
toward handguns. It has nothing to say 
about hunting, though many persons by 
virtue of this omission believe — as 
papers wrongfully reported — that the 
church wanted to take guns away from 
even hunters. 

The General Conference believed the 
statement was so clearly definitive that 
it passed the action unanimously.

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Section VII: Policy Statement on Gun 
Control 

With the mounting proliferation of 
firearms in American society, the safety 
of our citizens cannot be guaranteed. 
Crime in city streets climbs, accidents 
abound and suicides soar. 

Christians concerned about 
reverence for life care about what is 
happening to many victims of gun mur- 
ders and assaults. In the name of Christ 
who came that persons might know 
abundant life, we call upon the Church 
to affirm its faith through vigorous ef- 
forts to curb gun violence. 

In 1974, the last year for which com- 
plete figures are available, there were 
some 32,000 firearms deaths in the 
United States. Of these approximately 
15,000 were murders, 14,000 suicides? 
and about 3,000 accidents.* The hand- 
gun was used in the largest proportion 
of these deaths. We know, for example, 
that 54 percent of the murders oc- 
curring in 1974 were by handguns. 

Behind the statistics often lies great 
tragedy: children and teachers are 
being shot in school; depressed per- 
sons are taking their lives with a gun 
left around the house; householders 
purchasing guns to protect their homes 
often end up using them to kill a loved 
one; police officers are being gunned 
down in increasing numbers in the 
course of duty. 

As Christians who are deeply con- 
cerned about human life, we intend to 
do something about the unregulated 
access to guns in this shooting gallery 
called America. 

We do not believe there is any con- 
stitutional personal right to bear arms. 
As the U.S. Supreme Court has ruled a 
number of times, the Second Amend- 
ment has to do with the militia, current- 
ly comparable to the national guard. 

The United States might well learn 
from the experience of other societies 
where stringent gun control laws are 
enforced. The U.S. gun murder rate 
per 100,000 population is 100 times 
greater than in England and Wales 
where strict gun laws prevail; it is 200 
times greater than in Japan where it is 
impossible for the public to secure a 
handgun legally. We believe that the 
time has come when the United States 
should move toward a less violent and 
more civlized society. 

Therefore, the United Methodist 
Church declares its support for the 
licensing of all gun owners and the 
registration of all firearms. Licensing 
provisions should require adequate 
identification of gun owners and 
provide basic standards with respect 
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to age, absence of mental illness, and 
lack of a serious criminal record. 
These and other objective standards 
should be applied in determining the 
granting or denial of any license. 

In addition, special controls should 
be applied to the handgun — for it is 
the most deadly and least utilitarian 
weapon in American Society. Because 
the handgun is concealable, it is the 
weapon of crime; because the hand- 
gun is available, it is the instrument 
used in suicides and crimes of 
passion. 

Therefore, we call upon the United 
States government to establish a 
national ban on the importation, 
manufacture, sale and possession of 
handguns and handgun ammunition 
with reasonable limited exceptions. 
Such exceptions should be restricted 
to: the police, the military, licensed 
security guards, antique dealers who 
maintain guns in unfireable condition, 
and licensed pistol clubs where 
firearms are kept on the premises un- 
der secure conditions. 

In fairness to handgun owners, we 
propose that those who comply with the 
law and turn in their guns be com- 
pensated at fair value through a cash 
payment or tax credit.
